Coble, tester for the Adams County- 
Cow Testing association produced 
an average of 1375 pounds of milk, 
which contained 3:59 per cent of 
fat and 49.4 pounds of butterfat. 


Among the 24 herds tested, 228 


cuws were in milk, and 32 were 
dry. Fifteen cows produced more 
than 40 pounds of butterfat and 
four produced more than 50 pounds 
of buterfat. Thirty-five cows yield- 
ed more than 1,000 pounds of milk 
and 16 cows gave more than 1,200 
pounds of milk.

will be the first stop of President- 
elect Herbert Hoover on his long 
swing through the Latin-American 
countries. 


The boiling components of Nica- 


ragua life are comparatively quiet 
now. 
The country recently has 


gone through a very peaceful and 
orderly election—under the super- 
vision of United States marines— 
and the new president will take 
office January 1, 1929. 


He is Jose Maria Moncado, who 


as a general led Liberal soldiers 
in the field against the Conserva- 
tives, and he will succeed Adolfo 
Diaz, that romantic figure whose 
election in 1926 precipitated the 
last crisis in the affairs of the re- 
public, and who was 
provisional 


president in 1911 and constitution- 
al president from 1913 to 1917. 


Mr. Hoover's visit to Nicaragua, 


coming as it does in the lee of an 
election which drew editorial com- 
mendation from both Liberals and 
Conservatives, and when the 
in- 


ternal affairs of the countiy are on 
an even keel, is regarded as dis- 
tinctly propitious. 


He will enter the port of Corinto, 


the republic's 
principal 
seaport, 


which has a population of 2,000. 
Managua, the capital, ;s 90 miles 
inland and is reached by railroad. 
It has a population of 60,342. 


Nicaragua has a population of 


638,119. 
The east coast is reached 


by steamer from New Orleans to 
Bluefields and San Juan del Noret 
on the Atlantic side. 


The country's principal exports 


are coffee, woods, bananas, sugar, 


i gold, hides and skins. 
Latest re- 


ports of the department of com- 
merce show that some of the prin- 
cipal commodities exported 
have 


varied greatly from year to year 
in the last decade and in that time 
have not increased regularly an- 
nually. 


Bananas exported in 1923 totaled 


1,393,000 bunches. A decade later, 
the figure had jumped to 3.420,000, 
but the estimated exports for 1927 
were 1,383,000 bunches. 


In 1925, lumber exports totaled 


28,579,000 board feet. A year later, 
the figure was 
18,369,000 
board 


feet. 


Estimated exports of sugar for 


1927 were 13000,000 pounds and 
22,342,000 pounds were sent out of 
the country in 1926.

of the play. Once or twice, in the 
course of the three acts, one or the I 
other exits for a moment, but only 
for a moment. Toward the middle of 
Act Two the stage manager rises 
from his chair in the -wings to sup- 
ply a rap at a downstairs door. In 
the third act the knock is repeated. 
But he has no offstage dialog or 
other atmosphere to supply; the 
two persons on the stage are suffi- 
cient unto themselves as they un- 
fold the tale of tw'o lovers and a 
murder.
